The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Cancel claims 8-10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4-7 and 11-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art does not disclose, teach or suggest, alone or in combination, 
the limitation therein of a high-voltage insulation system whose operating temperature is 
below ambient temperature comprising a solid material having a cured polymer matrix 
and a base fabric where it comprises cellulose in the form of pressboards. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ito et al. (US 6,351 ,202 B1 ) disclose a stationary induction 
apparatus superior in insulating ability against a surge voltage. Goedde et al. (US 
5,736,915) disclose a hermetically sealed, non-venting electrical apparatus with 
dielectric fluid having defined chemical composition. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8 of the REMARKS section of Amendment, 
filed 1/2/04, with respect to independent claim 1 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of independent claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

Examiner agrees with Applicant's argument that Herd teaches away from using 
pressboard since Herd discloses that one of the paper wrap's functions is to wick epoxy 
resin throughout the coil during the impregnation process, but pressboard's capacity to 
wick epoxy resin is less than that of paper. Moreover, Herd fails to disclose or suggest 
using a thicker insulation such as pressboard, because Herd's voltage drop between 
successive layers in only 0.2 Volts.
